. , . for  this  year  has  iiitiuced  irnich  nan'e  jlehating  than 
was  originally  expected — l)ut  it  is  «/u<n/  the  resohitiun  ratlier 
than  f<n  it.  We  are  referring  to  the  controversy  touched  olT 
by  the  withdrawal  of  the  United  States  Military  and  Naval 
Academies  from  intercollegiate  debating  as  long  as  the  topic 
for  debate  is  the  resolution  chosen  by  the  Speech  Association 
of  AniericUt  Raohi-d:  That  llir  I ttili'd  Slilirs  sluiiild  I'.xli'itd  dijih'- 
niiilic  rfCOjiiiilion  to  llu-  Comrnitnisl  Con  rntiieiil  oj  C.himt.  The  posi- 
tion of  the  academies  i.s  understandable.  What  is  not  under- 
standable,  however,  is  the  position  taken  by  sucli  |ieople  as 
Representative  Robeson  of  \'irginia  and  Jlonsignur  Freking 
of  the  Catholic  Students  Mission  Crusade.  Congressman 
Robeson  said  that  those  students  who  sjKike  on  the  atlirmative 
might  regret  it  the  rest  of  their  lives.  Msgr.  Freking.  in  his 
article  in  Thf  .s7iiV/</,  maintained  that  one  might  just  as  easily 
advocate  the  admission  of  sin  as  uphold  the  atlirmative  of  this 
topic.  We  can  conclude  only  that  such  opinions  are  the  result 
of  misinformation  and  or  that  type  of  iinreasimable  fear 
which  would  have  us  .sacrifice  basic  freedoms  in  order  to  com- 
bat Communism. 

We  should  like  to  point  out  to  such  peojiie  that,  first  of 
all.  one  does  not  have  to  believe  that  side  of  the  topic  wliich  lie 
is  defending,  Debaters  are  trained  to  speak  on  both  sides  of 
the  resolution  witli  equal  force  and  logic.  The  purpose  of  de- 
bating is  nut  to  implant  convictions  in  the  debaters  but  to 
train  their  tliinking  and  speaking  talents.  Secondly,  we  sliould 
like  to  make  it  plain  that  recognition  of  a government  does 
not  mean  that  we  approve  of  that  government  or  its  policies, 
If  it  did,  then  we  should  withdraw  recognition  of  all  the  other 
Communist  countries  which  we  have  already  recognized.  Vet 
we  do  not  hear  these  same  peojile  advocating  that.  It  is  this 
popular  misconception  that  is  one  of  the  major  obstacles 
which  the  State  Department  would  have  to  overcome,  if  cir- 
cumstances should,  at  some  time  in  the  future,  make  recogni- 
tion of  Red  China  beneficial  to  the  United  States. 

\t'e  admit  that  the  evidence  is  heavily  in  favor  of  the 
negative  position,  but  thi.s  only  makes  it  more  of  a challenge 
for  those  who  speak  for  the  aftirmative.  This  fact  does  not 
warrant  the  logically  fallacious  pronouncements  from  those 
who  are  in  no  way  connected  with  collegiate  debating.
